Heat of the Son. 


We can measure tbe quantity of heat 


that the sun constantly emits, because we 
can measure the amount received by our 
earth, which intercepts about the 2 300 - 
00l>,000th part of all the light and heat 
emitted by the sun. We thus find that in 
evbry second of time the sun emits as 
much neat as weuld result from the com- 
bustion of 11,600,000,000,000 tons of coal. 
In passing, it may be convenient to 
notice that each portion of the sun's sur- 
face as large af our earth emits as much 
heat per second as would result from the 
combustion of 1,000,000,000 tons of coal _ 
a simple and easily remembered relation. 
Now, it is easily calculated from this that 
if the sun's whole mass consisted of coal, 
and could burn right out to the last ton, 
maintaining till then the presept rate of 
emission, the supply would no^ last more 
tfhan 5.000 years. As the sun has most 
Certainly been emitting light and heat 
for a far longer period than th{s, the idea ' 
that the solar fire is thus maintained is, 
of course, altogether untenable. There 
are, however, many other reasojns for re- 
jecting the idea that the sun is composed

body raised at some remote epobh to an 
intense heat throughout its intire mass, 
and gradually cooling. For we find that 
in the course of a few thousand of years 
such a mass wpuld cool far mor^ than the 
sun has cooled (if it has cooled appreci- 
ably at all) even within the historic p0riod; 
and we have evidence that he Ms poured 
his heat on the earth during periods com- 
pared -with which the duration of the 
human race is but a second amid centuries, 
wMle the duration of historic races is 
utterly lost by comparison.

TO Interims; Bees. 


Those who are desirous of wintering 


their bees successfully, should now iceep 
a vigilant eye on their colonies. A dif- 
ference of locality sometimes makes a 
difference in the condition of stacks; 
apiaries that are only a few miles apart, 
differing in the amount of stores gather- 
ed, one may be scarcely making a living, 
whilst another, a tew mil]es distant, mav 
be storing surplus—owing to the local 
showers.

cinity gathered only honey enough to 
keep them rearing brood rapidly; conse- 
quently at the present time (August 22,) 
hives are crowded with bees; August 18, 
we hived tne largest swarm of the season. 
Swarms as latu as this occasionally fill 
their hives, and have sufficien'[stoies for 
wintering, but as a general thing are un- 
profitable, only partially fi(lmg their 
hives with comb, and either freezing or 
starving the Mlowiiig winter. We've 
been blessed with a glorious rain this 
week; one of/ the old darkies "trash 
mbyers and gully washers," and all na- 
ture rejoices. JEJjee pasture is improving 
and swarms will be in order; these should 
be returned 
a& far as practicaole and

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HEA1TH OF TELE AKBTT. 


The annual report of Surgeon General 


Barnes, of the United States army, has been 
submitted to the secretaryipf war. It shows 
that there were disbursed during the year, 


4»M)01.10:> 
for medical and hospital supplies, 
ex- enses of purveying depots, $5,657.23; 
pay of employes, $35,o03.73; medical attend- 
ance, nursing, etc., §7,471.81; miscellaneous 
expenses, &Clll-16- total, $100,545,03, bal- 
ance June 30, 1878, $99,988.67. The great- 


' er part of this balance' has since been dis- 


birssd, and the remainder will be required 
in fulfilling contracts made before June 30. 
There were furnished during the yearieighty- j 
three artificial limbs to disabled soldiers, 
•while 1,700 drew commutation for the same. 
The monthly Teporte of sick and wounded 
represents an average mean strength) of the 
army of 20,794 white and 1,895 'colored 
troops. The total number of deaths (report- 
ed irom all causes was 256. Of these 121 
died 
from 
diseases, 
aiid 
135 of 


wounds, accidents and injuries. The pro- 
portion of deaths from all causes tc 
treated was one to 107. The reir oval of 
garrisons from, threatened points, although 
in some instances deferred later than pru- 
dence would dictate, has saved the army 
from any serious losses during the pre!va- 
lence of the dreadful epidemic of yellow 
fever which has proved so fatal Ibis year 
among the citizens of the Southern States 
The only cases reported in the army up to 
Sept. 1 occurred in a small detachment left 
at Jackson barracks, New Orleans, when the 


„ garrison was removed. Ihere were five 
cases and two deaths in this detachment. 


The Burgeon general next refers to the 


work in the record and pension divisions of 
the office, and says: "The number of Official 
demands upon this division during tire fiscal1 
year for information as to the cause of death 
in the case of deceased soldiers and the hos- 
pital record of invalids was 21,074, being 
rather more than the average nnmber of such 
demands received annually since 1870. 
The 


(number of unanswered cases on hand at the 
close of the previous fiscal year was 18,697, 
making the total number of cases to be 
Bearphed during the year 39,771." He then 
refers to the increase of the clerical force in 
this division, authorized by Congress at the 
last session, and says the beneficial effect of 
this increa-,6 of force was speedily felt, and 
that they are now gaining upon the cases in 
arrear. 
f 


In the division of surgical records a- large 


nnmber of very interesting and complete 
reports were received during the past fiscal 
year from medical officers of the army serv- 
ing on the frontier with troops engaged in 
Indian hostilities, on various maters connect- 
ed witti army surgery, but perhaps no sub- 
ject received such careful attention as that 
of conveying the sick and wounded from the 
field of battle to points of safety, and many 
•were the devices that suggested themselves 
to practiced officers to make the journey as 
comfortable as possible to the patients in- 
trusted to their care. The work upon the 
eurgical statistics of the war was continued. 
During the last fiscal year 571 cases of 
wounds and injuries and 4tl cases of surgi- 
cal operations have been entered on, the reg- 
isters. The aggregate is 268,927 cases now 
tabulated. About 2,000 volumes and 3,000 
pamphlets have been added^to the library 
during the past year, making the total num- 
ber aborft 46,000 volumes and 50,000 pam- 
phlets.

He 
earnestly renews the recommendation that 
Congress should authorize the printing of 
this catalogue. "Of ita great utility, not 
only to the medical profession, but through 
that profession to the people at large, there 
can be no doubt; and there are special rea- 
sons why it should be placed beyond the 
reach of casualty, and made accessible to 
physicians with as little delay as possible. I 
know of no action within the power of Con- 
gress which would at this time so greally 
aid medical education, the treatment of dis- 
ease, and the preservation of the public 
health as the publication and distribution of 
this index catalogue among our leading phy- 
eicians, surgeons and hygienists." 


The work on the second medical volume 


of the medical history of the war was stead- 
ily advanced, 352 pages having been stereo- 
typed during the year. 


The requirements of the army as to med- 


ical officers during the past year have been, 
as follows: Number of permanent posts 
160; number of temporary posts and sub' 
stations, 14; total, 174. The number of 
military expeditions in the field during the 
year was 37. These expeditions required 
the services of 56 medical officers.

are now 15 vacancies in the grade of assistant 
surgeon. He refers to the act of June 2 
1876, reducing the number of assistant sur- 
geons to 125, and says any further reduction 
in the number of medical officers would be 
unwise, expensive, and to the injury of fhe 
service. The present disposition and occu- 
pation of troops creates a necessity for addi- 
tional medical aid, and it has been found ex- 
pedient, economical, and in every instance 
absolutely necepsary, to employ physicians 
under contract to meet such demands. Such 
employment terminates when the emergency 
ceases.

A single Jesuit priest, who is not yet a 


very old man, is known to have received 
more than 8,000 American Protestants into 
the Boman church, ten of whom wire min- 
isters of various sects. The order of Panlist 
Fathers, founded in 1858 by the Bev. Father 
Hecker, himself a convert from Protestant 
ism, numbers thirty-four members, nearly all 
of whom are American geBtieme". who were 
born and educated Protestants. Many of the 
Jesuits—who have in the United States 750 
members—are Americans; the same is true 
of the Benedictines and the Christian Broth- 
ers, who together count 1,OOO members. The 
late archbishop of Baltimore in five years 
confirmed 2,752 converts of American birth. 
The average annual number of adult con- 
verts in the city of New York is said to be 
about 99O.
